As far as the City Council is concerned, they are the rep¬ 
resentative of the Taxpayers and the residents of Sierra 
Madre. Should any offer be made known for anything, 
they are required to LISTEIN. 

At this particular moment in time, that is exactly 
what has been done. A developer, through his representa¬ 
tive. has made ihimself known that he desires to purchase 
the land known to us as the Sierra Madre Spreading 
Grounds.” 

Further information has reached us that the ideveloper 
has made himself known that he desires to build single 
family homes, somewhere in the vicinity of 100 on this 
plot of ground located Just west of the Arcadia City 
limits and south of Grandview. But, of course, this is 
not definite and may be only words of intent. 

When Jerry Adkins approached the City Council rela¬ 
tive to selling the Spreading Basin, Thomas Edwards, 
Councilman, stated that an approach had been made, and 
that meetings between the City and the Planning Com¬ 
mission and the Parks and Recreation Commission had 
been discussed for September but evidently delayed until 
a future time. 

As we see the situation at this time, only an inquiry 
has ibeen made. We remember back in the year 1966 when 
a developer made a proposition to trade/purchase Memorial 
Park and Councilman Ralph Rule presentexi the offer to 
the City Council.

Canal Treaty Analysis By

Dear Editor: 

Documents obtained from 
Panama by The Review Of 
the News spell out in frigh¬ 
tening detail what this coun¬ 
try is expected to abandon: 

In various types of reve. 
nue, Panama’s annu n 11 y 
from Canal shipping will im¬ 
mediately rise from the pre¬ 
sent $3 million to $80 - $90 
million; 

Some 70 per cent of the 
lands and waters of the U.S. 
Canal Zone will be handed 
over to Panama; 

All commercial activ i t y 
generated within the U.S. 
Canal Zone will be conduct¬ 
ed and carried out by Pana¬ 
manians; all commissaries 
will be closed within three 
years; 

The Canal Zone railroad 
and ports of Cristobal and 
Balboa will be turned over 
to Panama upon signing ot 
the treaty; 

The Canal Zone schools, 
fire Sind police departments, 
post offices, airfields, and 
public services will be im¬ 
mediately turned over to 
Panama; 

U.S. legal Jurisdiction in 
the Canal Zone will be term¬ 
inated and replaced by tne 
Panamanian legal syst e m 
run by the dictator; 

Only three military bases 
will be permitted and they 
will be Jointly controlled; 

The number of U.S. troops 


will be drastically cut back, 
with Joint defense of the 
Canal by Panama and the 
U.S., but with U.S. partici¬ 
pation decreasing yearly un¬ 
til it totally ceases in De¬ 
cember 1999;

Responding to the Board 
Of Supervisors’ request that 
it be kept currantlly in¬ 
formed an the status of hos¬ 
pital billing and collections, 
he County Auditor-Control¬ 
ler reports that Medicare 
billing for the last two weeks 
of August $2,519,731 and $2,- 
276,764 respectively. Super¬ 
visor Kenneth Hahn reports. 
Medicare collections were 
$867,624 and $788,296, he 
added. 

Medi-Cai billings were $2,- 
105,710 and $5,213,579 for the 
same period. 

As chairmaffi of the Audi¬ 
tor - Conti?oller Department, 
Hahn explained that the 
County does not receive cash 
from its Medi-Cal billings 
until the County's share of 
the cost has been satisfied 
with the State. Medi-Cal 
non-cash credits amounted to 
$1,526,934 and $6,711,418 dur¬ 
ing this time. 

Hahn said bills amount¬ 
ing to $3,433,562 and $2,176,- 
270 for the two weeks were 
turned over to the Depart¬ 
ment of Collections. 

These bills represent both 
current and delinquent in¬ 
surance aiTid private pay ac¬ 
counts and result in an ac¬ 
tual cash flow to the County.

Trouble In Soc. Sec.? 

“The Social Security System is in serious financial 
trouble,” Repfesentative Jolin H. Rousselot (R-26th,) writes 
in a “Special Report” sent to- residents of the 26th Dis¬ 
trict this week. 

“If the Federal Government continues to manage the 
Social Security trust funds under established procedures, 
the funds will be exhausted by the early 1980’s” Con¬ 
gressman Rousselot claims. 

“If Social Security were disbanded today,” Rousselot 
states, “it would need over $4-trillian in additional funds 
just to pay its present obligations — over $20,000 for each 
man, woman and child in the US. We must, therefore, 
begin untangling this intricate problem. 

“The administration hsus recommended that we use 
other taxes to help ball out Social Security. Temporaiy 
remedies are Insufficient. 

“I have made the following recommendations to the 
House Committee on Ways and Means; 

— eliminate the unfair earning limitation. 

— separate all aspects of welfare from the Federal 
retirement system. 

— reform the Federal Government retirement welfare 


programs. 

— correct the ‘inflation’ formula mistake. 

— get rid of our $4-trillion liability by gradually 
stretching our benefit schedules over the next several gen¬ 
erations. 

— increase our Nation’s savings rate by (1) lowering 
tax rates and (2) deducting from income taxes net addi¬ 
tions to savings in bank accounts, stocks, bonds and other 
such investments. 

— allow all new people who enter the labor force 
to be given a choice of joining a government-run or a pri¬ 
vate pnesion plan.” 

Congressman Rousselot concludes “The present Social 
Security System promises benefits it cannot deliver; it 
saps economic growth. If we scale down and stretch out 
benefits, if we pay w'hat is required to transfer our Social 
Security to a fully funded system based on real assets, if 
we can encourage savings, investment and economic growth, 
then we can rid ourselves of a great and ominous social 
Insecurity.” 

Stop Spending! 

The Republican Policy Committee opposes passage of 
the Second Concurrent Resolution on the Budget for fiscal 
1978. It provides a federal spending level of $458.8 billion^ 
and increases the deficit for 1978 over 1977 by $10 billion. 
It proposes a double-barreled program to simultaneously 
allow the rate of inflation to drive American taxpayers into 
higher tax brackets and Imposes an additional $110 bil¬ 
lion in new energy and social security taxes over the next 
five years. 

The Second Budget Resolution clearly reveals that the 
fiscal policy of the I>emocrats is to increase dramatically 
the tax burden on the American people to a record high 
of 21.9 per cent of income by 1982. This is the highest 
average tax burden since the Korean War. Whatever hap- 
I)ened to President Carter’s campaign promise of Septem¬ 
ber 19, 1976, when he said: ‘’I wwuld never increase taxes 
for the working people of our country and the lower and 
middle-income groups”? 

This Democrat fiscal strategy means on the average 
of $67 billion in new taxes each year through 1982, or $1,000 
for every taxpayer in the United States, compared to what 
taxes would be if the tax burden were kept to 18.6 per 
cent of income. In other words, if the Democrats were con¬ 
siderate of the American taxpayer, restrained federal 
spending and kept the average tax burden at its historic 
average of 18.6 per cent, a tax reduction of $1,000 would 
be available for each American taxpayer through 1982. 

Republicans have consistently called for reduced fed¬ 
eral spending and have offered an across-the-board tax cut 
for every Individual taxpayer. 'The Democrats appear con¬ 
tent to reject tax cuts in favor of increasing federal spend¬ 
ing, taxes and an ever-growing deficit. 

Balancing a budget requires fiscal responsibility and 
restraint. The Second Concurrent Budget Resolution and 
Democrat fiscal policy should be recognized for what it 
is, an over-draft on the account of the American tax¬ 
payers, and an increase in the federal government’s con¬ 
trol over the income and resources of the American people.

’The oft-heard warning that “history repeats itself” has 
an ominous meaning In light of the above. 

item — A top immigration official reports there is 
a full-time shooting war with illegals and smugglers 
taking place every day and night on the Mexican border. 
Both Mexicans and Americans are being killed very often 
in the never ceasing war. The same official says that the 
Illegals who escape detection are carrying vast quantities 
of hard drugs into this country. 

It is claimed by some that we can not protect the 
2000 miles of border between Mexico and the United States, 
however Mexico has very little trouble protecting their 
side of the bonder. They simply have laws that no Ameri¬ 
cans can hold jobs in Mexico, and no foreigner can own 
a business in Mexico. 

Mexico will let Americans live in Mexico if they have 
sufficient income, but no American can get any money 
from the Mexican government, such as our welfare system 
provides for illegal aliens in this country.

It is interesting to note that 
federal spending has in¬ 
creased over 10,000 per cent 
since 1929. In that same 
period of time, our popula¬ 
tion increase was roughly 
75 per cent.

In 1929, the govemmeiit 
accounted for about 13 per 
cent of national income In 
this country. Today it ac¬ 
counts for more than 40 per 
cent, and it’s still growing. 
We are now at the point 
where we have to work the 
first five months of the 
year to pay all of our taxes. 
Serfs were required to spend 
only three months out of the 
year toiling for their mas¬ 
ters. And there seems to be 
no end in sight.

Taxation and Inflation are 
our single greatest expense 

— and if things keep going 
the way they are now, taxes 
could double again in the 
next five years. In 1976, the 
average taxpayer worked 
two hours amd 39 minutes of 
each eight hour day just to 
pay his taxes. This is the 
largest item in a typical 
family’s budget. To pay for 
housing and household ex¬ 
penses, for example, the tax¬ 
payer worked one hour and 
32 minutes. Food and drink 
came to one hour and five 
minutes; transportation took 
39 minutes; m^ical care, 25 
minutes; and recreation, 19 
minutes. All other items, in¬ 
cluding savings, added up to 
52 minutes.

Poltical leaders are con¬ 
stantly promising us tax re¬ 
lief and an end to wasteful 
government spending — but 
we have yet to see any re¬ 
sults. One of the reasons for 
this is the unrealistic and 
Inefficient way the budge¬ 
tary processes at the state 
and federal level operate. 
'The US Congress, for ex¬ 
ample, considers each spend¬ 
ing propiosal separately — 
without regard to how much 
money is in the bank. The 
total budget becomes the 
sum total Of the various ap¬ 
propriations, instead of re¬ 
flecting how much money is 
actually available.

What has occurred then, 
is that government has not 
been forced to live within its 
means. Without constit u - 
limits on taxes or spending, 
the federal and state leeis- 
latures have simply created 
as many new programs and 
projects as they desire and 
have then devised new taxes 
to help pay for it all. 

— CT — 

It is my firm belief that 
the only way we are going to 
be able to shrink govern¬ 
ment — or at least halt its 
growth — Is by a constitu¬ 
tional lid on the amount 
government is allowed to 
tax. This measure, c o m - 
monly referred to as consti¬ 
tutional tax limit a 11 o n, 
would be enacted at the fed¬ 
eral and state levels by an 
amendment to the federal 
and state constitu t i o n s. 
’I'axes and spending would 
then be held to a defined 
percentage of the total In- 
ewne Of the citizens. It could 
go no higher — except in an 
emergeiicy. In other words, 
government would have to 
start living within its means 

— with the others deciding 
what the limits of those 
means would be, and pre¬ 
cisely how much the var¬ 
ious governments would be 
allowed to tax them.

Q. — I recently met a 
friend who moved into my 
towm from Minneapolis; and 
he said if I really wanted 
to make some good invest 
ments, I should look at com¬ 
panies that were started or 
headquartered in Minineapo- 
ll.s because they were the 
best companies in the coun¬ 
try. 

A. — Your friend is giv¬ 
ing you good advise. I don’t 
know if the yast array of 
excellent Minneapolis based 
companies are the best in 
the country, hut certainly 
there are many Minneapolis 
companies, from very small 
ones up to the giant Minne¬ 
sota Mining a.nd Manufac¬ 
turing Company, that are 
excellent investments. The 
people in the area have 
proven to have a great deal 
of technical and business 
ability and have turned this 
talent to the developmen of 
many companies that have 
excellent earning records. 
George A. Nicholson, Jr., 
who writes for Better In¬ 
vesting, recently did a col¬ 
umn on a particular com¬ 
pany in that area, Bemis 
Company. As in most out¬ 
standing companies, Bemis’ 
success seems to be based 
on the skill and drive of its 
management. Nicho Iso n’s 
story does a fine job of 
showing the skill of this par¬ 
ticular maiTiagement and the 
characteristics of the Min¬ 
neapolis population which 
seems to produce above 
average talent. I’m sending 
you a copy of the September 
issue. 

Q. — My broker has ad¬ 
vised me, I should sell my 
stock in General Motors and 
Ford. His reasoning is that 
we have had a peak year 
Of auto production and that 
next year is likely to see a 
slewing of production; and 
consequently a lowering of 
profits. I don’t know whe¬ 
ther to take his advice or 
not and wonder what you 
would suggest? 

A. — I, of course, don’t 
know what will happen to 
automobile production and 
profits next year. As your 
broker has Inferred, the in¬ 
dustry is very cyclical and 
production does tend to 
move up and down by sub¬ 
stantial amounts. However, 
In my humble opinion, the 
shares of these companies

are selling curren 11 y at 
prices that are more in line 
with where they should be 
selling in a poor production 
year than at today’s boom¬ 
ing rate. If you are a short 
term trader and if next year 
should see auto production 
fall, then you might make 
a few dollars profit. I don’t 
see many people make 
money doing that; and I’d 
be inclined to continue hold¬ 
ing both companies. I would 
do that realizing, I may see 
tile shares selling at lower 
prices if next year sees a 
fall in producticn; and I 
might even get less in divi¬ 
dends. But, I would know 
that basically I would still 
be getting an excellent re¬ 
turn on my money and 
would be owaiing very well 
managed companies worth 
probably substantially more 
than today’s prices.

It^s the hidden penalty 
they pay for the privilege of tak¬ 
ing their trade to some other city 
or town. 

1^ Take a moment to consider the 
facts: Only about 70 cents of 
each dollar we spend goes to pay 
for the actual goods or service 


that we get. About 30 cents of 
that dollar has to cover the ex¬ 
penses of the community where 
the sale is made ... to pay the 
people who work there ... to re¬ 
turn something on the capital in¬ 
vested ... to help support the 
civic facilities such as churches, 
schools, fire and police protec¬ 
tion, road and street mainten¬ 
ance, etc. 

^ Of course, when we spend our 


money away from home we get 
no personal benefit whatever 
from the 30 per cent of it which 
goes for community business and 
social improvement. 

^ Doesn’t it follow, then, that 
when we give checks or money 
for out-of-town purchases, near¬ 
ly one-third of the amount goes 
for something we don’t get? Isn’t 
that very much the same as dis¬ 
counting our checks or money?^
